WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—In a plea 
for Federal ownership of all high- 
power radio stations, Secretary Dan- 
iels in a letter to Chafrman Page 
of the Senate naval committee’ today 
declared that “if there is ong thing 


in which there should be a monopoly 
it is monopoly of the air, and this 
monopoly should not. be given over 
to, private. interests.” 

Daniels’ letttr was in answer to >a 
request from Senator Page for. an 
opinion on, the resolution introduced 
by’. Senator Poindéxter, Republican, 
Washington, to regulate the opera- 
tion of and. foster, the development 
of radio communication, 

Asserting that he was fully aware 
of the opposition that existed to’ gov- 
ernment ownership. of. public utili- 
ties, Daniels :declared experiences 
before and during the war demon- 
strated that radio stations within 
the United States were being used’ 
for the iranshitission | ‘of “unnevtral” 
messages, 

“One grave danger that confronts 
us,” the letter said, “is the possi- 
bility, ug might say the probability, 
of} a union throtgh interlocking di- 
reetorates of ‘the private «cable in- 
terests with the private radié inter- 
ests, for it isnot inconceivable that 
the interests that ‘own and control 
the cables might ‘also ‘be interested 
in a radio corporation ‘whose special 
interests might be served by the pro- 
visions of the pending bill,
